der to prevent a few ill-controlled men 
from gifting drunk? These men want 
alcohol and in this form they can get it 
stronger and cheaj>er than they get it 
in beer, and so they elect to take it. The 
natives take it, but in moderation and 
w ith discretion, and we have no trouble 
w ith them on account of it whatever 
The police are instructed to endeavor to 
suppress the sale of these strong alco­ 
holic drinks to our soldiers and persons 
found selling them to American soldiers 
have their perm its revoked.

Austin, April 18.—Had it been possi­ 
ble for the Arkansas antitrust law, in­ 
troduced in the Texas legislature last 
week, to have come up for action it 
would have been passed w ithout much 
opposition, but now there is not no hope 
of it getting through the present legis­ 
lature. 
There has been a decided change in 
the lawm akers on this bill. 
The m em ­ 
bers of the house and senate have heard 
from home and their countenances are 
different from those they wore even on 
Sunday. 
Telegram after telegram was deliver­ 
ed to legislators yesterday, som etim es 
com ing two, three, 
four and five at a 
time. 
They were from the districts 
they represented and all were protests 
against the passage of the Arkansas an­ 
titrust law. 
Some of the telegram s asked that the 
members vote against the measure be­ 
cause it would drive the insurance com­ 
panies from the state and cause disaster 
in commercial circles, w hile others ap­ 
pealed for a hearing before the com ­ 
m ittee. 
Th** effect of these telegram s was 
most telling. 
In a very short tim e all 
the members were asking for the bill 
that they m ight read it. 
In the senate, if the fight should bo 
made, it can be spun out indefinitely. 
It requires in that body a 
two-thirds 
vote to take up a measure out of its 
regular order, which, w ith a cull of the 
senate for absentees and other dilatory 
tactics, there is no telling when it can 
be reached. 
In the house the only chance as ap­ 
pears at present for the bill to be con­ 
sidered is for the senate to pass it and 
send it over as a senate bill 
The senate made three attem pts yes­ 
terday to transact business, but could 
not muster a quorum.
